American by reason of Secretary of State Hughes' open- 


k ing address to the peace conference. Mr. Hughe?, ad- 


dress surprised the world, and it most certainly delight- 
ed the great masses of people in each country which 
would be affected by this proposed program, and it will 
please correspondingly the great body of citizens m 
every other land. It brought nearer to the present, the 
day of the rule of right, and brings infinitely closer to 
our realization the elimination of the rule of might. 


If Great Britain. Japan, and the United 
States. 


take their stand before the countries of the world and de- 
clare, "Our differences will hereafter be settled by a 
court. We will abide by the decisions of that court. 
We will no longer settle our grievances in the spirit of 
savagery, by a club, and with a gun. We vull tru-t the 
decision of able and conscientious men who are selected 
as members of a court for the decision upon these mat- 
ters."Then we will know that all the other nations of the 
•world, large and small, will see instantly that it is honor- 
able to have the differences decided by the appeal to 
judgment and reason of the court, and not to the arbitra- 
ment of the sw ord. Eeal peace will be ushered in. The 
wastage and suffering and murder of war will soon be 
banished into history along with slavery and duelling. 


We realize that Secretary Uiighes was right when he 


.said. "It cannot be done with words, it mu>t be done 
with action." An open discussion of Secretary Hughe->' 
suggestions would unquestionably lead to their adop- 
tion in the main. 


The representatives of no country in that confer-
